of conjugal violence in 1989. 

But the statistics only reveal a 
fraction of the real number. Only 
ten percent of all cases of wife 
battering are reported to the police, 
according to the Canadian Advi- 
sory Council on the Status of 
Women. 

And even when charges arc laid 
— which occurs in slightly more 
than 50 per cent of the cases — first 
time offenders will get an average 
$200 fine. Only repeat offenders 
are likely to be imprisoned, and 
they can very easily have their terms 
shortened with good behaviour. 

“I had a client who came in to 
see me one year after her husband 
had broken her ribs,” Schirm said. 
“He was fined $200. She got a call 
from him recently. He said he’s 
thinking of breaking her ribs again 
since it only cost him $200 last 
time." 

Schirm said that public opinion 
has been building up over the years 
to call for tougher sanctions for 
wife batterers. But reforms arc slow 
in coming. 

Schirm said the recent rash of 
killings has increased awareness of 
the problem of conjugal violence, 
but that it has come at a high price. 

“I’m worried that all this sensi- 
tization to the issue will just die 
down,” Schirm said. "How much 
longer will it have to go on before 
judges wake up?" 

Judges and crown prosecutors 
should be required to undergo spe- 
cial training to help them under- 
stand the problem, Forrest said. 

“The majority of male judges 
are ill-equipped to deal with cases 
of wife battery,” she said. “Many of 
them identify with the male perpe- 
trators, rather than with the vic- 
tim.” 

Schirm believes that many 
women are not prepared for the 
trial. 

"The man is often better pre- 
pared to face the court than the 
woman is. He has been advised by 
his lawyer and told how to answer 
questions," she said. “On the other 
hand, the woman who is standing 
in front of a man who has hurt her 
has received no preparation.” 

Legal aid should cover the cost 
of preparing a woman to testify, 
and Crown prosecutors should be 
specialized in this area of law, 
Schirm said.

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Grads to move for secession at council meeting

In their latest pitch for auton- 
omy, post-graduate students will 
present a motion to secede from 
Students’ Society at Thursday’s 
council meeting. 

The motion asks that all refer- 
ences to graduate students be 
stricken from the SSMU constitu- 
tion. If passed at council, the mo- 
tion will be go to a campus-wide 
referendum next Spring. 

Relations between McGill grads 
and undergrads have deteriorated 
since FEEQ membership was rati- 
fied by students two weeks ago. 
"Relations betwen FEEQ and grads 
arc dead until things change. The 
situation on this campus has wider 
implications than most people real- 
ize," said PGSS president Michael 
Tcmclini. 

The PGSS ‘No’ committee, 
which lobbied against joining 
FEEQ, has challenged the referen- 



dum results on the grounds of elec- 
tion illegalities. Meanwhile the 
provincial grad association, 
RACSQ, is upholding a boycott of 
FEEQ, which has put relations 
between the student federation and 
Québec graduate students on hold. 

Last week, the National Gradu- 
ate Council voted unanimously to 
support PGSS’s attempts at auton- 
omy, and condemn Students’ 
Society’s treatment of grads. "This 
issue is very significant for grads 
all over the country. Whenever 
grads meet, the number one issue is 
always autonomy,” Tcmclini said. 

Temclini said opposition to 
FEEQ from McGill grads could 
spread to. other campuses. Grad 
students at the University of Mon- 
tréal are also pushing for auton- 
omy, and they might try McGill’s 
tactics. 

FEEQ says its hands arc tied. 
Although the federation has sepa-

Bedroom politics 

Tensions in Sierre Leone arc at an urgent and explosive level. The 
deteriorating political and economic situation in this West African 
country has sparked a mass movement against its dictators. 

The Western-backed government may have already made wide- 
spread arrests of members of the democratic opposition. The economy 
is collapsing because of rising oil prices, a usurous debt burden and an 
unpopular war in neighbouring Liberia. 

Sierre Leone’s dictators have distinguished themselves with a mis- 
erable human-rights record, torturing and executing students, teachers, 
lawyers, journalists and peasants in popular groups. The government 
recently answered student dissent with a bomb attack on the university 
newspaper. 

But the dictators, and their masters in the West, arc less interested in 
human rights than in keeping payments on Sierre Leone’s huge foreign 
debt flowing. Like the rest of debt-plagued Africa, Sierre Leone is 
incredibly rich in resources; but while people starve, food is exported 
to pay for the debt. 

Canadians should remember they owe their high standard of living 
in large part to the on-going, centuries-old rape of Africa. Every year 
the Third World exports $50 billion in debt payments to the West, in 
addition to exports of cheap commodities like food. Africa was able to 
feed its people until 1 970, the year it started accepting massive interna- 
tional loans and foreign aid. Africa now owes an unpayable $400 
billion, largely accumulated by ^cstem-backcd dictators who stole 
much of the money for themselves and smuggled it out of the country. 
As a result, income levels in sub-Saharan countries have fallen four 
per cent a year since 1980. 

The immensely powerful international bankers' cartels, like the 
IMF, have the full backing ofU.S.'military power. Neighbouring Libe- 
rians arc now experiencing a demonstration of this power; the U.S. put 
up $60 million for Sierre Leone and four other countries to invade 
Liberia in September, while 4000 U.S. marines lay anchored off-shore 
and U.S. warplanes bombed rebelling peasants.

graduate, andcontinuing education 
students, they recruit student asso- 
ciations without discrimination. 
FEEQ president Nicolas Plourde 
said, “Its up to each student asso- 
ciation to determine the structure it 
wants. This is an internal prob- 
lem.” 

“RACSQ is not the only voice 
of graduates in Québec,” he said. 
"Of course, we are disappointed 
that PGSS has asked RACSQ not 
to recognize us. We had been nego- 
tiating with them over the summer. 
Now we can only hope that things 
will get back on track as soon as 
possible." 

For Tcmclini, the FEEQ debate 
is just one manifestation of stu- 
dents’ discontent with SSMU. 

‘"Yes’ committee members 
havccomplctcly misunderstood the 
negative sentiment on our campus. 
Instead of listening and accomo- 
dating the people on our campus 
opposed to the FEEQ referendum, 
these people arc acting as if there 
was some kind of overwhelming 
mandate for them to do what they ’re 
doing. And there isn’t," he said. 

Tcmclini said a lot of people arc 
angry with SSMU, and it isn’t just 
about the FEEQ referendum. "The 
NO committee was just one spark, 
one example, of the anger people 
feel towards their student leaders 
right now. Student leaders should 
quit acting like the moral authority 
on campus, and aim for discussion 
and concession.”

Toxic chemicals dumped down drains 

Safety standard lax in university 
laboratories and classrooms

TORONTO (CUP) — Too much 
university research and teaching 
involves hazardous and toxic sub- 
stances, says an author of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto’s Green Plan. 

The Green Plan is a campus 
masterplan released lastmonth that 
proposes environment-friendly al- 
ternatives to current procedures and 
policies. 

Undergraduate students need to 
be more aware of the effects of the 
substances they use, while gradu- 
ate students and professors should 
change the direction of their re- 
search, said Frankie Wood, who 
researched the section of the plan 
dealing with hazardous and toxic 
substances. 

In a survey of one chemistry 
course, Wood found that 20 per cent 
of students said they had never been 
enrolled in a course where they 
used hazardous substances. At that 
time, the students were using haz- 
ardous substances in the course, 
including mercury, lead, silver and 
benzene, a carcinogen. 

‘To be using benzene and not 
know you’re dealing with some- 
thing hazardous is really scary," 



Wood said. 

Katherine Cook, a fourth-year 
organic chemistry student, agrees. 
She said teaching staff should en- 
courage students to be aware of the 
hazards they encounter. 

"In all the labs I went through, 
we were told what was hazardous, 
but the emphasis çn safety aware- 
ness seems pretty dependent on the 
particular lab supervisor," she said. 

Woods said, "I think in general 
there could be more encourage- 
ment for students to take that extra 
step and look up toxicities and 
hazards before entering the lab.” 

His study found that o ver hal f of 
the students surveyed admitted that 
they, or someone they knew, know- 
ingly poured toxic or hazardous 
substances down drains. 

Students arc taught regulations 
pertaining to toxic and hazardous 
substances, said Cook. “The prob- 
lem is that when students are being 
taught these regulations, they’re 
told ‘This is a rule. You have to 
follow it.’ They should be taught, 
'If you pour benzene down the 
sink, you drink it tomorrow,’" she 
said. 

Lack of class time is another 



problem. "At the end of a lab, a 
student is often so rushed that he or 
she may throw everything down 
the sink in an attempt to get out on' 
lime, unless disposal containers arc 
easily accessible and clearly la- 
belled,” said Cook. 

U of T offers training programs 
for graduate students, lab techni- 
cians, and people in Physical Plant, 
said David Gorman, the director of 
Environmental Health and Safety 
on campus. "But some professors 
simply won’t come to the training 
sessions, even though they arc 
required by law," he said. 

Few hazardous substances arc . 
used in undergraduate courses and 
the University is working toward 
reducing the volume of certain 
chemicals used, said chemistry 
chair Michael Digman. 

"We’re thinking of working with 
microquantities of chemicals. It 
requires a whole new set of equip- 
ment but it allows the same to be 
done using much smaller amounts. 
In the long run it saves us money," 
he said. “If you reduce the amounts 
you reduce the hazards and the 
wastes. Hopefully this Green Plan 
will give us the extra impetus."

Hey! Let’s be fair! There arc some 
similarities between the two programs. 

Tloih programs focus on illegal be- 
haviour which is not condoned by 
society or in. law. Both programs are 
voluntary in that an athlete doesn't 
have to compete for the university and 
submit to testing, just as an individual 
doesn’t have to accept an employment 
offer from the Bank which includes the 
requirement of a test. In both cases, the 
athlete and the prospective employee 
are well awareof the requirement in ad- 
vance. It is hard to tell from the article 
on athletic drug testing what degree of 
confidentiality, education or rehabili- 
tation is built into the McGill program, 
but presumably these things are em- 
phasized as strongly as they are at the 
TD. Our Human Resources Depart- 
ments are not made aware of the test 
results and any discussion pertaining to 
lifestyle, addiction, further testing or 
rehabilitation, are only between a medi- 
cal professional and the employee.

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Palestinian nation-building in the occupied territories 



Several Palestinian activists are in Can- 
ada to attend a conference in Ottawa on the 
occupied territories. Two spoke at McGill 
Monday night about Palestinian nation- 
building efforts, the recent Israeli violence 
in the territories and the tension in the 
Gulf. The Daily interviewed Khali Mahsl. a 
professor at Bir Zeit university, and Dr 
Mustafa Burghoutti, a physician at Maqas- 
scd hospital.

Daily: Over the weekend 300 Pal* 
est in ia ns were wounded in the 
Gaza Strip by the Israeli army. 
Some Palestinians say they need 
international protection. Do you 
think this should bepursued,und 
what form would it take? 

Mahsi: The army violence over 
the weekend is only one part of 
what is going on in the occupied 
territories. We sec houses demol- 
ished, people killed on a daily ba- 
sis, people deported, schools dosed 
down. We sec land expropriated, 
restriction of the use of water re- 
sources, restriction of infrastructu- 
ral development and we sec an at- 
tempt to annihilate the Palestinians 
and possibly transfer them to other 
countries. 

So we ask for international pro- 
tection in the form of UN forces 
stationed in the occupied territories 
temporarily, until a negotiated set- 
tlement is achieved and a Palestin- 
ian state is established. 

A member of the Israeli Labour 
Party recently said the new U.S. 
alliances with Arab countries In 
the Gulf may lead to more ILS. 
support for Palestinian self-de- 
termination. Do you think that 
this would make such a UN ini- 
tiative more likely? 

Mahsi: As long as the United 
States has so much hegemony in 
the international community, and 
as long as the U.S. is not objective 
in its approach to the Isracli-Palcs- 
linian conflict, I am not very hope- 
ful the U.S. would allow UN troops 
to be sent there. But I am hopeful 
that in the long-run there will be 
more understanding on the part of 
the American people. I see this 
happening slowly, and eventually 
this will have an effect on the posi- 
tion of the U.S. administration. 

Burghoutti: But even if the UN 
docs not mo vc im mediately on such 
a resolution there arc lots of inter- 
national organizations that could 
establish a de facto presence in the 
occupied territories, by just send- 
ing their people. The Israelis 
wouldn't be able to force them all 
to leave. The presence of the inter- 
national community, witnessing 
what’s happening, would change 
the situation. 

Israel has the fourth largest army 
in the world. What effect does 
this have on Israeli policy in the 
region? 

Mahsi: I think the problem is 
that Israeli ideology has the con- 
ception that the Jewish people have 
a right to all of Palestine and that 
Palestinians have to be deported. 



Of course, this is incompatible with 
international opinion, and I think 
Israel will not be able to carry out 
its ideology. But Israel is spoiled 
by American encouragement and 
military support. Israelis think they 
can do whatever they want. And 
now they think they’ve got another 
bonus — Soviet Jewish immigra- 
tion — which they can use to annex 
the occupied territories and force 
Palestinians out. Recent actions, 
like the incident at the Al-Aqsam 
mosque, reflect this attitude. The 
officers who gave the order to shoot 
at Palestinians had it in the back of 
their minds. 

Before the Gulf crisis a spokes- 
person for an Israeli arms-mak- 
ing firm was quoted in Zeia 
magazine saying, 'We are faced 
by the threat of peace.The Israeli 
producersandexportersofweap- 
ons are very worried by this ten- 
dency.” 

Mahsi: It's true. If the U.S. 
announced it was rethinking its 
support for Israel, the Likud gov- 
ernment would fall in 48 hours and 
they would have another govern- 
ment that would move on peace. 
Until 1973, the PLO’s goal was a 
single secular state in Palestine 
that would include Jews and 
Arabs. In the 70s, this so-called 
just solution was replaced by the 
goal of achieving what the PLO 
calls a realistic solution — two 
states for the two peoples. Is the 
PLO Charter being revised to 
reflect this changed thinking? 

Mahsi: The Charter is a histori- 
cal document. It reflected Palestin- 
ian support for a just solution when 
it was written. Since then, many 
decisions have been made by the 
Palestine National Council, the 
Palestinian parliament, which have 
superceded the Charter. But we 
sincerely believe all of Palestine is 
our land. This is just. It was our 
land, and yet we had Jews living 
there through all our history who 
were not at odds with us. We lived 
in harmony. People have now 
moved beyond the goal of a single 
binational state toward the so-called 
realistic solution— partitioning the 
land between Palestinians and Is- 
raelis. We cannot draw our borders 
by ourselves, however. When we 
make an agreement with Israel, we 
will change the Charter. 

Burghoutti: Israel itself has not 
defined its borders. It is the only 
state in the world which has not 
defined its borders, because until 
now Israel has said that that the 
Greater Israel, all of Palestine, was 




given to them by God. But God is 
not a land broker. We have to sit 
down at the table and agree where 
to draw the borders. We can also 
always say the whole land ofPalcs- 
tine is ours, but we arc willing to 
make concessions. On our side, we 
have defined the borders of a Pales- 
tinian state to include the West 
Bank, the Gaza Strip and East 
Jerusalem. But what arc the Israelis 
doing? It is their turn now. 
You've spoken of th t Intifada as a 
psychological and a social revo- 
lution, as a culmination of insti- 
tution-building and grassroots 
mobilization. The Intifada actu- 
ally looks very much like a model 
of democratic methods for other 
liberation movements.IIas Israel 
opposed this democratization of 
Palestinian society? 

Burghoutti: Ofcoursc. Israel has 
actually opposed the moderates 
more than the extremists, because 
they fear them more and because 
whenever we build democratic 
structures the Israelis arc threat- 
ened. They want to maintain that 
Israel is the only democratic state 
in the Middle East and that the 
Arabs will never have democracy. 



so they have to be there as the guard 
of democracy. 1 think the Palestini- 
ans are showing an excellent ex- 
ample of democratic struc turcs and 
popular organ ization, providing the 
world with a very good example of 
peaceful uprising and democratic 
change. I think other people have 
learned from us. We arc proud of it. 
Do you think these popular or- 
ganizations, particularly the 
trade unions and women’s 
groups, have affected Palestin- 
ian society’s internal divisionson 
class and gender lines? 

Mahsi: I think so. They have in 
mind not only the national struggle. 
Many of us emphasize the nature of 
a Palestinian state. These move- 
ments emphasize the need for a 
democratic state, a state different 
from the existing Arab regimes, 
with democratic structures. These 
structures arc the guarantee not only 
for national liberation, but also for 
the democratic evolution of the 
state. Adcmocratic state would also 
mean economic democracy and 
self-determination. When peace is 
achieved in the area, we ore in fact 
talking about a new era which will 
mean a new Middle East. We are 
not talking about just establishing 



two slates. We are talking about 
economic changes in the whole 
area. 

Two weeks ago, the Azanian 
people mourned the death of the 
leader of (he Pan-Africanist 
Congress, Zephan ia Mothopeng, 
a veteran revolutionary who 
opposed Israeli and U.S. involve- 
ment in Africa. On the occasion 
of his death, it seems more than 
ever before that the Palestinian 
struggle is linked to other 
struggles across the world. How 
much do Palestinians see these 
connections? 

Burghoutti: Palestinians arc very 
aware of other struggles in the world 
against oppressive regimes. An 
example is the Palestinian petition- 
campaign to release Nelson Man- 
dela. They were so busy with the 
intifada and still had lime to con- 
duct this campaign. Thousands of 
people signed it. 

Mahsi: We arc for the liberation 
of all these people. We think we 
have a lot in common with them. At 
the moment, we arc trying to or- 
ganize a joint workshop with Black 
South African educators. We want 
our students to team from the 
struggles of African students.
